The Elba City Council 
moved through the item- 
ized portion of the meeting 
agenda Monday evening, 
Aug. 13, rather fast. 

Council members then 
spent a considerable 
amount of time listening to 
an update on the huge pro- 
posed upgrade of the Elba 
sewer system. 

Mayor Mickey Murdock 
explained the 12 segments 
of the multi million-dollar 
project, still in the planning 
stages, but already 
approved by USDA for 
funding. Of course, the 
downtown area will be a 
major part of the project 
but others highlighted by 
Murdock included 
Mulberry Heights area, 
Airport Road, and 203 
Bypass from the shopping 
center East to Taylor Mill 
Road. 

Murdock and Attorney 
Bart Boothe explained a 
‘Legal Services 
Agreement’ that is required 


by USDA before funding 
plans can move forward. 
This designates the limits 
of how much the govern- 
ment expects the legal

work to cost. The council 
approved the $20,000 
agreement. 

A formal announcement 
of the project will be sched- 
uled at a later date, in con- 
junction with the USDA 


Code Enforcement

project to clean up Elba. He 
reported that several pieces 
of property were in the 
process of having the dan- 
gerous buildings removed 
and the lots leveled. 
Several others are sched- 
uled to begin the cleanup 
process in the next few 
weeks. 

Worthington recom- 
mended the city council 
increase the budget for this 
work in the upcoming 
budget year. He noted it 
would take many years to 
complete the project with- 
out this stepped up funding. 
Each time a building is torn 
down and the debris hauled 
to an approved dump site, it 
costs someone several 
thousand dollars. 

If the property owner 
does not step up and get 
this work done, the city

To 
clear the property title this 
lien must be satisfied at the 
county tax office, either 
immediately or when the 
property sells in the future. 

The council members 
indicated they wanted the 
work to move forward and 
noted there is funding set 
aside for the next round of 
clean-up. 

The city council also dis- 
cussed moving forward 
with the proposed ‘dog 
park’. There is $5,000 in a 
fund for this work but esti- 
mates are that the total cost 
will be between $12,000 
and $15,000. That will 
include fencing for the 
area, concrete pads, water- 
ing area, shaded area, etc. 

No formal decision has 
been made on the location 
of the facility, but the area 
most mentioned during the 
meeting was on the flat 
area East of the new splash 
pad parking lot. 

The routine parts of the 
council meeting included 
approving payment of 
$162,090.87 in monthly 
bills, a positive report from 
Police Chief Leslie Hussey, 
street department progress 
on patching pot holes (ten 
tons of asphalt) and street 
repair updates from 
Assistant City Clerk Pat 
Boothe. 

Boothe noted she is 
beginning to meet with 
department heads to get 
their “wish list” for the 
upcoming budget hearings 
as the council moves into 
the fiscal year 2018-19. 

The council also 
approved a resolution to 
move forward with the 
legal paperwork on Haynes 
Ambulance taking over the 
duties of the Coffee County 
EMS. 

The next meeting for the 
Elba City Council will be 
Monday, Aug. 27, at 5:30 
p.m. at Elba City Hall. The 
council meets twice per 
month. Meetings are open

Lentz first got approval 
from commissioners to 
seek bids for pre-event 
debris removal and for the 
annual plant mix bid. 

The debris removal bid is 
one that is in place in case 
of major weather events 
that require debris removal.

Lentz said these circum- 
stances were beyond the 
new owners control. 

The subdivision actually 
started in 2004, under a dif- 
ferent name, and at that 
time subdivision regula- 
tions allowed for open 
ditches or non-curving gut- 
ter streets, according to 
Lentz. He said the owner at 
that time did not follow 
through with final platting, 
and it has since sold a cou- 
ple of times. 

Lentz said the new owner 
wants to complete the sub- 
division, and that owner 
was requested the waiver or 
variance because the regu- 


lations changed in 2007 
after some of the property 
already was developed at 
the past regulation stan- 
dards. 

Lentz said some of the 
lots meet the current regu- 
lations but some do not. 

“I do recommend the 
variance be granted as it 
does not pose a threat to 
safety of the traveling pub- 
lic to have open ditches,”

Great suffering can lead 
to a great blessing. 

President Recep 
Erdogan of Turkey fears 
the spread of Christianity 
in his country. Turkey’s 
indictment of Christian 
missionary Andrew 
Brunson was for trying to 
convert Kurds in Turkey 
and engaging in “mission- 
ary activities.” That’s 
according to a recent 
report in the Los Angeles 
Times. 

Brunson, an obscure 
Presbyterian pastor from 
North Carolina, had lived 
quietly in Turkey for 20 
years, pastoring a church 
and raising his three chil- 
dren with his wife. 

In 2016, after a bloody 
coup attempt, Erdogan 
arrested 50,000 suspected 
revolutionaries, including 
Americans. Brunson was 
one of them. 

The pastor languished in 
a prison cell for nearly two 
years until his first hearing 
last month. Obviously, 
President Erdogan didn’t 
anticipate the international 


media spotlighting Pastor 
Brunson, sending his 
Christian message across 
Turkey and around the 
world. But that’s what hap- 
pened. 

Turkey is an American 
ally, and Brunson was sup- 
posed to be extradited to 
the U.S. following his 
hearing. Instead, the 50- 
year-old pastor, in failing 
health, was placed on 
house arrest. 

Riled up, President 
Trump imposed economic 
sanctions on two Turkish 
ministers. He added tariffs 
last week. Both tipped 
Turkey’s already shaky 
economy into an economic 
meltdown on Friday. 

Brunson told the inter- 
national media, “The dis- 
ciples of Jesus suffered in 
His name—now it is my 
turn.” 

Listen, that’s pretty 
exciting. Brunson has a 
small church of 20. The 
chance to speak of Jesus to 
a world-wide audience is a 
blessing few pastors will 
ever know! 

Brunson’s _ statement 
probably refers to Paul’s 
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The Elba Police 
Department, beginning 
Monday, Aug. 6, investi- 
gated the following inci- 
dents: one hit and run, two 
criminal trespassing, one 
menacing, one natural 
death, one unlawful break- 
ing and entering of a vehi- 
cle, one harassing commu- 
nications, one unauthorized 
use of a vehicle, one theft 
of property, two possession 
of marijuana, two posses- 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 
two possession of a con- 
trolled substance, one theft, 
one obstructing govern- 
mental operations, two 
resisting arrest, one pro- 
moting distribution of con- 
traband, one domestic dis- 
pute, one attempting to 
elude, and one reckless 
endangerment. 

Arrests made during the 
week included: three for 
failure to appear, one arrest 
on warrant, one for crimi- 
nal trespassing, one for 
unlawful possession of 
marijuana, one for unlaw- 
ful possession of drug para- 
phernalia, one for obstruct- 
ing governmental opera- 
tions, and one for resisting 
arrest. 

There were 15 traffic 
citations and 6 traffic warn- 
ings issued by Elba Police 
officers during the time- 
frame of Aug. 6th-12th.

At the 
far end you’d bump into 
Israel or into Lebanon and 
Syria which sit just above 
Israel. If you were to turn 
and sail due north, you’d 
hit Turkey and the city of 
Tarsus, where Paul was 
born. 

Paul’s letters to the 
Galatians, Colossians, and 
Ephesians went to church- 
es located in present-day 
Turkey. 

In fact, Paul’s first mis- 
sionary trip included six 
cities spread across pres- 
ent-day Turkey: Perga, 
Antioch, Iconium, Lystra, 
Derbe, and Pisidia. It’s 
amazing. 

Lystra is perhaps the 
most important. 

On this first trip, Paul 
learns of a deadly plot 
against him in Iconium 
and quickly leaves for 
Lystra. While preaching to 
the crowds there, Paul eyes 
a cripple. 

“Stand up!” Paul shouts. 

The man then jumps up 
and walks. Suddenly, the 
crowds believe Paul and 
Barnabas are the gods 
Zeus and Hermes and try 
to worship them. 

Paul and Barnabas 
immediately shout for the 
people to turn from these 
worthless ideas and 
believe in the living God. 

But mankind is fickle. 
Soon, Jews from Iconium 
show up in Lystra and turn 
the crowds against Paul. 
He’s violently stoned and 
his lifeless body dragged 
from the city. Acts 14:19 

Stoning still occurs 
today. One doctor said 
even if you could get the 
victim to an emergency

Obviously, Paul’s time 
in Lystra wasn’t a success. 
But that’s not where this 
story ends. 

Paul returns to Lystra 
and tells believers they’ll 
face “many tribulations.” 
Perhaps he wanted to 
encourage them in the face 
of his stoning. 
Acts 14:21-22 

That’s not the end either. 

Paul’s suffering deepens 
his commitment to grate- 
fulness. He says, “Give 
thanks in all circumstances 
for this is the will of 
God...” 1Thessalonians 
5:18 

Paul tells the Romans: 
“For those who love God, 
all things work together 
for good...” 8:28 

Ultimately, Paul returns 
again to Lystra. This time 
he meets Timothy who 
joins his missionary team. 
Timothy will prove to be 
one of Paul’s greatest 
blessings —Paul ultimately 
calls Timothy “my son,” 
saying, “I have no one like 
him.” Timothy 12, 
Philippians 2:20 

You and I probably 
won’t end up in a Turkish 


prison, but we'll each 
experience suffering. 
Remember the Apostle 


Paul and Andrew Bronson. 
Draw close to God in 
gratefulness and faith, 
knowing He will guide 
you.

Mosquito bite and other protection 
measures urged as West Nile and 
Zika virus reported in state cases 


The Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health reports investiga- 
tions of several cases of 
Zika and West Nile virus in 
Alabama residents. 

“Mosquitoes can transmit 
viruses when they bite, 
causing illnesses that range 
from mild to severe or even 
fatal,” according to Sherri 
Davidson, interim state epi- 
demiologist. 

Infection with the Zika 
virus causes only mild 
symptoms in the majority 
of the cases, but the biggest 
risk is to pregnant women. 
Zika is now known to cause 
birth defects and other poor 
pregnancy-related out- 
comes if infection occurs 
during pregnancy. 

To date in Alabama, the 
Zika virus has only been 
identified in individuals 
known to have traveled to 
areas where Zika is known 
to be endemic. There has 
been no local transmission. 

Luckily, there are several 
things one can do to lower 
the risk of disease. 

Dr. Dee Jones, state pub- 
lic health veterinarian, says, 
“The best way to avoid get- 
ting a disease from a mos- 
quito is to reduce the risk of 
being bitten.” 

One can help keep mos- 
quitoes off the skin and out 
of the yard by following 
these recommendations 
from the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC): 

* When going outdoors, 
use EPA-registered repel- 
lents containing 20 percent 
DEET on skin or perme- 
thrin on clothes, Follow 
label instructions carefully 
when using any repellent. 
Repellents should not be 
used on infants less than 2 
months old. 

« Wear loose-fitting long 
sleeves and long pants. 

¢ Install or repair screens 


on windows and doors. Use 
air-conditioning, if avail- 
able. 

¢ Empty standing water 
from items outside homes 
such as flowerpots, buck- 
ets, old tires and children’s 
pools. 

* Clean clogged gutters 
and clear drainage ditches 
and pipes of debris. 
Public health environmen- 
talists often conduct cour- 
tesy yard inspections in 
neighborhoods to help edu- 
cate the public on mosquito 
control around the home 
and mosquito bite preven- 
tion.

Make sure pre-teens and teens get vaccines 


Parents, a new school year 
is beginning. 

The Alabama Department 
of Public Health reminds 
all it is time for parents to 
make sure their children 
have everything they need 
to protect them as they 
return to school. In addition 
to pencils, paper and other 
classroom essentials, vacci- 
nation should be included 
on every checklist. 
Children are susceptible to 
certain vaccine-preventable 
diseases as they move into 
adolescence, making it all 
the more important to keep 
their immunizations current 
and up to date. There are 
four recommended vacci- 
nations for preteens and 


ryngeal. Two doses of HPV 
vaccine are recommended 
for most persons starting 
the series before their 15th 
birthday. 

“There is no question that 
the vaccine works,” said 
primary author Dr. Warner 
Huh, professor and director 
of the University of 
Alabama at Birmingham 
Division of Gynecologic 
Oncology and a senior sci-

State champs make mark at World Series 


The Alabama State 
Champions, consisting of 
players from Elba and New 
Brockton, competed at the 
2018 Dixie Softball World 
Series recently at 
Alexandria, Louisiana, and 
battled through five days of 
stormy weather and took 
the field against a line-up 
of State Champions from 
across the Southeast United 
States to complete their his- 
toric season. 

The Alabama champs 
opened World Series play 
against North Carolina and 
saw an early rally fall short 
in a 15-3 loss. North 
Carolina took advantage of 
walks and errors to jump 
out to a 5-0 lead in the top 
of the first inning, but 
Alabama bounced right 
back ‘in the bottom of’ the 
inning and plated three runs 
to cut the deficit to 5-3. 

Leadoff walks to Lizzie 
Everts and A’Lyric 
Whitfield sparked the first 
inning fireworks, while 
Aimee Senn delivered a 
clutch two-run double and 
scored on a base hit by 
Destinee Tidwell as 
Alabama made it clear it 
had come to win. 

North Carolina added 
three runs in the second 
inning to up its lead to 8-3, 
stretched its lead to 9-3 in 
the third, and broke loose 
with six runs in the fourth 
inning to open up a big 15- 
3 advantage. 

Alabama managed only 
two baserunners over the 
game’s final three innings, 
with Danielle Tidwell and 
Madison Meeks both 
reaching on bases-on-balls, 
as the state champs fell into 
the losers bracket after the 
15-3 loss. 

The Alabama champs 
finally made it back to the 
field after two days of 
stormy weather, but again 
saw the rain take its toll as 
a five-hour rain delay 
cooled off the Bama bats 
and played a major role ina 
disappointing 20-17 defeat 
to Georgia. 

Alabama’s A’Lyric 
Whitfield took the ball 
inside the circle in the elim- 
ination contest and blanked 
Georgia through three 
innings’ as the champs 
broke loose at the plate and 
opened up a big 13-0 lead! 

Consecutive singles by 
Lizzie Everts, A’Lyric 
Whitfield and Aimee Senn 
sparked an early outburst 
that saw Alabama plate 
four runs inthe opening 
inning to grab a 4-0 lead. 
Everts and Senn were both 
forced out at the plate, but 
Whitfield crossed the plate 
for the game’s first run, and 
Madison Meeks, Destinee 
Tidwell and Logan 
Faircloth all made their 
way around the bases as 
Alabama jumped out’to a 
quick 4-0 lead. 

Alabama continued to 
light up the scoreboard in 
the second inning as the 
champs scored seven runs 
to stretch their lead to 11-0. 


A leadoff single off the bat 
of Caitlin Sullivan sparked 
the second inning fire- 
works, while Lizzie Everts, 
Aimee Senn, Madison 
Meeks, Destinee Tidwell, 
Logan Faircloth, Katelyn 
Little and Kellie Qualls all 
delivered rbi singles as the 
girls from Alabama took 
command! 

A two-run double by 
Lizzie Everts knocked in 
Daven Cavanaugh and 
Kellie Qualls in the third 
inning to push Alabama’s 
lead to 13-0, and put the 
state champs only three 
outs away from posting the 
win due to the lopsided 
score. 

The Alabama explosion 
was dampened by a five- 
hour rain delay in the mid- 
dle ‘of the gamé; however, 
and while the state champs 
were still on top 13-0 when 
the rain stopped, it was 
Georgia that returned to the 
soggy field with a purpose 
as it combined seven hits 
with six hit batters and a 
couple of costly Alabama 
errors to plate 13 runs to 
pull even at 13-13. 

Alabama stranded Aimee 
Senn on third base and 
Madison Meeks at second 
in the bottom of the inning 
as the score remained tied 
at 13-13, but Georgia con- 
tinued its remarkable 
comeback in the fifth and 
plated seven additional 
runs to grab a 20-13 lead. 

Alabama went down in 
order in the fifth and still 
trailed 20-13 heading into 
their final at-bat, but 
refused to give up and 
scored four runs in the final 
fame before watching the 
late rally fall short. 

The sixth inning come- 
back attempt was sparked 
by a leadoff single by 
Kellie Qualls, — while 
A’Lyric Whitfield reached 
on an infield single with 
two outs, and Aimee Senn 
followed with a two-run 
double to keep the Alabama 
hopes alive.

Zion Chapel Rebels host region favorites 
in important early season gridiron games 


The Zion Chapel Rebels 
face another daunting task 
in the second year of Coach 
Johnny Bryant’s tenure in 
one of the state’s toughest 
2A regions, but do host the 
two preseason favorites at 
Green Memorial Stadium 
in early-season action and 
also face three 1A foes in 
non-region play in what 
appears to be a favorable 
schedule.

The octagon will close to 
routine use 30 minutes 
prior to these events, and 
reopen to routine use 30 
minutes following 
them. During the events, 
the octagon area of the pier 
will be designated for the 
exclusive use of participat- 
ing anglers and their desig- 
nated assistants. The 
remainder of the pier will 
be open to anglers and 
other pier guests as nor- 
mal. 

The August managed 


ranks this season, over the 
past seven years have won 
two state championships 
and one state runner-up tro- 
phy, and over the last four 
years have posted a total of 
42 wins.
